• Construct housing facilities for dogs and cats so that they are 
structurally sound, maintained in good repair, protects 
animals from injury, contains animals securely and restricts 
other animals from entering. 

(The wolf hybrid enclosure has openings approximately 8 inches by 8 
inches, 6 feet off the ground. Other opening is 4 inches by 3 inches, 
2.5 feet off the ground.) 

• Construct one or more outdoor facilities that are accessible 
and large enough for each animal to shelter from elements. 

(**None of the dog houses have any type of weather breaks at the 
front of their enclosures.) 

• Food receptacles must be used for dogs. Self-feeders may be 
used for the feeding of dry food. Keep self-feeders clean and 
sanitized to ensure there is no molding, deterioration, and 
caking of feed. 

(Dog and wolf hybrid food receptacles could not be assessed for 
cleanliness, wholesomeness and palatability because they were full of 
ice.)

3.127 (b) • Provide natural or artificial shelter for all animals kept 

outdoors to protect and prevent discomfort from inclement 
weather. 

(**Not enough dry bedding for the cougar and bears. 

**Cement platforms for two juvenile bear cubs and one cougar are 
soaked with water. 

**Bedding for the two juvenile bear cubs and one cougar are 
completely soaked with water. 

**Cement floor for the bear cubs is covered in water.) 

3.129(a) • Have food that is wholesome, palatable, and free from 

contamination and of sufficient quantity and nutritive value to 
maintain all animals in good health. The diet shall be 
prepared with consideration for the age, species, condition, 
size, and type of the animal. All animals shall be fed at least 
once a day except as dictated by hibernation, veterinary , 
treatment, normal fasts, or other professionally accepted 
practices. 

(**Feed plan does not specify how much to give each animal. 

**There was no cold storage or extra food on hand in case of 
emergency.) 

3.129 (b) • Have food and food receptacles, if used, sufficient in quantity 

and located so as to be accessible to all animals in the 
enclosure and shall be placed to minimize contamination. 

They shall be kept clean and sanitary at all times. If self- 
feeders are used, adequate measure shall be taken to prevent 
molding, contamination, and deterioration of caking of food. 
(Some feed chutes are covered in bird feces.)
